Form  Bill  Change 
Would  ‘Tax'  Foods 

WASHINGTON  (AP>  — A 
“domestic  parity"  plan  for  wheat 
! incorporated  in  the  Senate  farm 
' bill  passed  Monday  night,  would 
in  effect,  levy  an  Indirect  tax  on 
bread,  flour  and  other  food  pro- 
ducts made  from  the  grain. 

The  plan  is  designed  to  give 
growers  full  parity  prices  for 
wheat  used  in  this  country  for 
human  food.  The  remainder  of 
the  crop  would  sell  for  lesser, 
and  untaxed,  prices. 

Officials  say  the  effect  of  the 
tax  on  retail  food  prices  would 
be  small.  They  estimate  *he 
price  of  wheat  would  have  to  in- 
crease at  least  50  cents  a bushel 
to  justify  a one-cenl  boost  in 
the  retail  price  of  a pound  loaf 
,uf  bread. 
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HOW  PUTRID  WILL  IT  GET? 


FOR  MONTHS  the  campus  traffic  situation 
has  been  a thorn  in  the  side  of  students,  fac- 
ulty, Traffic  Department,  Traffic  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, and  most  other  interested  persons  on 
campus. 

Most  other  interested  persons,  that  is.  but 
the  one  group  which  has  the  direct  responsi- 
bility of  solving  the  problem — the  Traffic  Com- 
mittee. 

Composed  of  faculty,  staff,  and  student 
members  from  several  departments,  the  com- 
mittee should  bear  the  responsibility  of  inves- 
tigating and  correcting  some  of  the  situations 
which  exist. 

THE  TRAFFIC  COURT  of  Appeals  announ- 
ced Wednesday  that  a set  of  proposals  is  being 
drawn  up  to  present  to  the  administration 
dealing  with  the  correction  of  several  problems 
and  the  clarifying  of  traffic  regulations  on  cam- 
pus. 

This  group  is  taking  on  an  extra-curricular 
activity  which  it  technically  does  not  have  the 
power  to  assume.  Members  of  this  court  are 
devoting  their  time  to  correct  a situation  which 
the  committee  responsible  is  apparently  doing 
nothing  about. 

TRAFFIC  DEPARTMENT  officials  report 
they  have  made  several  proposals  to  the  com- 
mittee in  the  past  months  in  an  effort  to  ease 
tension  and  provide  better  parking  facilities. 

These  proposals  were  voted  down  by  the 
members  of  the  committee. 

This  newspaper  urges  the  Traffic  Commit- 
tee to  wake  up  and  to  take  positive  action 


which  will  help  the  Traffic  Department  and  the 
Traffic  Court  of  Appeals  perform  their  respon- 
sibiJities  without  appearing  to  be  fumbling  and 
inefficient. 

AT  THE  PRESENT  time  ^ Traffic  Depart- 
ment must  issue  tickets  to  tKose  who  park  in 
restricted  areas,  because  there  is  a clear-cut 
violation  of  campus  regulations. 

The  violator  appeals  the  ticket  in  the 
grounds  that  the  parking  area  was  unclearly 
marked,  or  that  he  thought  it  was  permis- 
sible to  park  in  a loading  zone  after  working 
hours. 

The  Appeals  Court,«feeling  that  the  excuse 
is  reasonable  and  the  appeal  justified,  then 
dismisses  the  charge. 

THIS  ACTION,  e%-en  though  both  the  Traf- 
fic Department  and  the  Traffic  Court  of  Ap- 
peals are  doing  their  jobs  well,  makes  both 
organizations  appear  ineffectual  and  liable  to 
criticism  and  even  ridicule. 

To  correct  this  the  Appeals  Court  is  co- 
operating with  the  Dean  of  Students  and  the 
Traffic  Department  to  draw  up  a list  of  con- 
crete proposals  which  would  again  place  these 
two  oiganizations  in  the  effective  position  they 

WHERE  IS  THE  Traffic  Committee?  Are 
they  too  busy  with  other  jobs  to  devote  time 
and  effort  to  this  vital,  and  ticklish,  situation? 

As  one  official  said,  ‘^this  is  a putrid  state 
of  affairs.” 

Whose  fault  is  it  that  the  deterioration  was 
allowed?

Draft  Doctors,  Student  Poll  Says 


MINNEAPOLIS  (ACP)— Col-, 
lege  students,  on  the  whole,  have 
pretty  strong  feelings  concern- 
ing the  necessity  and  desirabil- 
ity of  drafting  doctors  and  den- 
tists for  service  in  the  armed 
forces.  Associated  Collegiate 
Press  obtained  this  information 
by  asking  the  following  ques- 
tion of  a representative  national 
cross-section  of  College  students: 


“There  d^as  been  some  dis- 
content from  medical  sources 
since  congressional  action  re- 
quired doctors  and  dentists 
without  previous  military  ser- 
vice to  serve  a period  in  the 
armed  forces.  Do  you  think 
doctors  and  dentists  should  be 
required  to  serve  a tour  of 
duty  in  the  armed  forces?’’

THE  FIGURES  show  a wide  I 
divergence  of  opinion  between' 
men  and  women.  The  only  ex- ! 
planation  for  this  divergence, 
judging  by  student  comment,  is 
that  male  college  students  who 
have  experienced  or  are  about  to 
experience  service  in  the  armed 
forces  feel  strongly  about  the 
necessity  of  imparting  this  ex- 
perience to  all  eligible  males, 
bar  none! 

One  theme  repeats  itself  in 
student  comment  on  this  ques- 
tion, and  that  is  that  all  indi- 
viduals, regardless  of  profession, 
are  equal,  and  should  do  their 
duty  by  serving  their  country. 

TWO  STUDENTS  attending 
the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  (San  Francisco,  Calif.) 
express  this  theme  nicely.  One, 
a graduate  student,  says:  ‘The 
need  for  medical  care  is  as  great 


in  the  armed  forces  as  it  is  any- 
where else  and  I feel  that  the 
physicians  and  dentists  are  obli 
gated  to  meet  this  need.”  The 
other,  a junior,  states:  “I  think 
every  man  who  is  physically  fit 
should  serve  a required  time  i 
the  armed  forces,  whether  they 
be  M.D.,  D.D.S.,  Minister,  etc. 
They  can  do  their  job  and  duty 
in  the  service  as  well  as  in 
viiian  life.” 

MEDICAL  men  opposing  the 
draft  often  state  that  a doctor 
spends  many  years  and  much 
money  in  training,  and  is 
justly  compensated  by  ser 
pay  for  this  sacrifice.  In  addi- 
tion, having  to  interrupt  and 
build  his  praetice  is  also  a hard- 
ship. A sophomore  attending  the 
College  of  Physitjians  and  Sur- 
geons proposes  that  “service  con- 
ditions should  be  made  more 
attractive  to  compensate  for 
losses  incurred  during . service,’’ 
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A sophomore  attending  the 
University  of  North  Dakota 
(Grand  Forks)  agrees:  “The 

Army  should  make  it  desirable 
to  join,  but  they  shouldn’t  be 
forced  into  it.”  A freshman  coed 
at  the  University  of  Nebraska 
(Lincoln)  says  “there  is  already 
a shortage  now”  in  civilian 
areas,  we  need  all  our  doctors, 
while  a junior  attending  Iowa 
State  College  (Ames)  feels  doc- 
tors should  not  be  drafted 
“peacetime.” 

“Doctors  and  dentists,  c 
trary  to  popular  belief,  have  not 
yet  attained  the  status  of  dei- 
ties,” says  a freshman  at  New 
York  University,  University 
College  (Bronx,  N.Y.)  One  of 
his  classmates,  a junior,  puts  it 
this  way:  “The  same  draft  law 
should  apply  to  all  persons.’

Possibly  the  name  Verl  Lillywhite  doesn’t  ring 
a bell  with  some  people,  but  if  you  have  ever  followed  the  San 
Francisco  49er  professional  football  team,  the  name  Verl  Lillywhite 
needs  no  introduction  whatsoever. 


Lillywhite,  who  played  his  college  football  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California,  came  to  the  49ers  in  1948  and  played  with 
them  until  1952,  when  he  entered  the  Navy.
